Chicago, Dec. 5. —Shortly before 9 
o'clock Wednesday evening the engine 
room of the dry-kilns at the Pullman car 
work! caught fire, and twelve out of six* 
teen of the kilns were destroyed with their 
valuable contents. 
The watchman had 
ju st made his rounds when the night fore* 
man or the water tower, discovered smoke 
issuing from the engine room containing 
the engines which drive the hot-air fans 
for the drjing-rooms. 
The engines were 
running, and the fans were, of course, 
tacking the flames into the room and in a 
moment were driving them into the piles 
of heated lamber stacked in the drying- 
roosna 
Be at once shut down the engines, but 
the damage had been done and the fire had 
gained great headway. 
In the meantime the alarm had been 
sounded and the entire fire deportment 
quickly responded. 
In addition to the 
engines all the steam pumps in the build­ 
ings were set to work and did good ser­ 
vice in preventing the flames from spread­ 
ing to the adjoining buildings. 
The fire was an Intensely hot one, the 
partially dried lumber burning fiercely 
and emitting dense clouds of mingled 
steam and smoke. 
A handsome new spe­ 
cial car, which had only been finished 
daring the day, was standing alongside 
the drying kilns, and before it could be 
run out of danger it caught on fire and 
was totally destroyed. 
The engine house of the water tower 
caught fire several times, but watchful 
eyes were on the alert, and these incipient 
blazes were easily extinguished and did 
but little damage. 
At l l o’ clock all danger of the fire 
spreading was 
past 
The kilns were 
erected at a cost of about $7,500, and 
twelve out of sixteen were totally de­ 
stroyed. 
The engine house in which the 
fire started, with the powerful engines 
am ploying in driving the hot-air faqp, are 
also 
completely ruined, adding about 
$3,000 to the loss. 
Nothing definite could be learned as to 
the quality or quantity of the lumber con­ 
tained in the kilns, but the quantity is 
usually about 2,000,000 feet, and es it is 
largely made up of mahogany, cherry, 
end Olde the value of the contents will un­ 
doubtedly run considerably over $100,000. 
The loes is fully covered by insurance, and 
Manager Sessions says that work will be 
commenced immediately end the kilns im­ 
mediately rebuilt 
He is unable to locate 
the caus*! of the fire.

D ec.^5.—Tho cattle-men’s 
congress met in Exchange hall yesterday 
at l l a. rn. and resumed the work of 
forming a national organization. 
E. P. 
Savage, of Omaha, was elected to pre­ 
side. 
C. W. Baker, secretary of the com­ 
mittee on organization, which had delib­ 
erated a great part of the night aud all 
the morning, read the report of that com­ 
mittee. 
The report recommended 
the 
adoption, with a few alterations, of a set 
of rules and by-laws formulated nearly 
three years ago, at which time au abor­ 
tive attempt was made to form a national 
exchange. 
Tho most important 
alteration 
was 
made in section 3, governing the basis of 
representation. 
The report agreed upon 
gives three delegates to each exchange 
becomng a member, and one additional 
delegate for each twenty-iivo members or 
fraction thereof over thirteen. 
Such basis 
would give Chicago, with 525 members. 
34 delegates; Kansas City, with 180 mem­ 
bers, IO delegates; Omaha, 0? members, 
7 delegates; S t Louis, 70 members, 6 del­ 
egates; 8ioux City, 40 members, 5 dele­ 
gates; Peoria, 40 members, 5 delegates. 
After a sharp debate the report was 
adopted. 
It was then resolved that the rules and 
by-laws, as passed, be submitted to the 
several local exchanges on or before Dec. 
15, 1889, end if adopted by all or two- 
thirds of the exchanges represented should 
be binding upon the exchanges so ratify­ 
ing. 
Carried unanimously. 
Proceeding to the election of officers for 
the first year, a committee was appointed 
to draft a ticket, and reported the follow­ 
ing list of officers, who wire elected in a 
body by acclamation: President, W. EL 
Thompson, Chicago; vice-presidents, M. 
D. Scruggs, Kansas City; J. A. Hoke, 
Omaha; E. J. Senseney, S t Louis; J. F. 
Vincent Peoria; A. H. Parsons, Sioux 
City; secretary, C. W. Baker. Chicago; 
treasurer, Levi B. Doud, Chicago; execu­ 
tive committee, H. P. Childs, 
City; J. B. Blanchard, Omaha; 
Cassidy, St. Louis; C. F. White, 
T. Caravine, Sioux City, and 
Rosenbaum, Chicago. 
Thus in almost perfect harmony and rn 
wonderfully quick time, considering the 
amount of routine work, was consummated 
a plan for the formation of a national 
live stock exchange. 
The organization 
will probably be ratified by all the ex­ 
changes repieeented, and if so will be able 
to do a world of good to the producers and 
dealers in live stock. Malicious and foolish 
reports have been circulated to the effect 
that the formation of a gigantic trust was 
intended, but no one is foolish enough to 
give credence to it for an instant.

Brewer of Kansas has been nominated as 
Associate Justice of the Supreme court to 
succeed the late Justice Stanley Matthews. 
David Josiah 
Brewer 
was born in 
Smyrna, Asia Minor, June 20, 1837. 
He 
studied ac Wesleyan university and at 
Yale, where he was graduated in 1856. 
He studied law with his uncle, David 
Dudley Field, in New York city, and was 
graduated at the Albany law school in 
1858, and was admitted to the bar in New 
York city. 
He was engaged in farming 
in Stockbridge. Mess., in 1858-59, and 
subsequently removed to the West and 
practiced his profession at Kansas City, 
Mo., and Leavenworth, Kan. 
From 18JI 
to 1864 he was United States Commis­ 
sioner, and in 1862-5 he was judge of the 
Probate and Criminal Court of Leaven­ 
worth county. 
He was the judge of the 
Judicial court of the State from 1855 lo 
1869, and at the same time was superin­ 
tendent of public schools. 
In 1869-70 ho 
was city attorney, and in 1871 presided 
over the Kansas Supreme court 
In 1884 
ho was appointed United States Judge for 
the Eighth circuit

' feature of the present coinage act ’ * 
Among the advantages which tho Secre­ 
tary claims for the measure are that it 
would bring into use all the money metal 
of the country; it would give a paper cur­ 
rency not subject to undue or arbitrary 
inflation'or contraction; it would enhance 
the value of silver and open the way 
to its free coinage; gold would bo re­ 
liev ed of 
part of the work required 
of it; it would meet the wants of those de­ 
siring a larger volume of circulation, and 
it would be advantageous to silver pro­ 
ducers. 
The Secretary gives many facts 
and figures tending to support the posi­ 
tion taken by him. 
The report concludes with a brief con­ 
sideration of matters relating to national 
banks, immigration, Chinese exclusion act, 
internal revenue, and the civil service.

The Secretary o f the Treasury’* Annual 
Communication. 
W ashington, Dec. 5.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury in bb annual report sub­ 
mitted to Congress shows thai the total 
ordinary revenues of the 
government 
from all sources for the fiscal year ended 
Juue 30, 1889, were $384,050,058.84, and 
the expenditures $281,096,443.60, leaving 
a surplus of $103,053,443.24. 
Of this there was used for the redemp­ 
tion of notes and fractional currency and 
purchase of bonds $47,583,313 65, leaving 
a net surplus of $57,470,129 59 for the 
year. 
For the present year the revenues 
actual and estimated, are $385,000,000 
and the expenditures $293,000,000. 
The 
estimated amonut required for the sinking 
fund is $48,321,116 99, leaving a net sur­ 
plus of $43,678,88* OI. 
As compared with $103,220,464.71 at 
the close of the fiscal year 1888, tho cash 
balance in the treasury over and above 
all accrued liabilities at the close of 1889 
was $71,484,052.39. 
If to this balance 
there be added the estimated surplus for 
the current fiscal year the amount that 
may be applied to the purchase of bonds 
to June 30, 1890, will be $163,434,042.39. 
Bonds and other obligations of the United 
States have already been purchased and 
redeemed to the extent of $ >0,465,485.49, 
leaving the available cash on hand Nov. 
I, 1889, $15,335,762.40. 
F e n . I o n * for Veterans. 
The amount estimated for pensions for 
the year 1889 was $76,312,400 and the es- 
mates for same purpose for the year 1891 
are $98,587,252, showing an apparent in­ 
crease of $22,274,852. 
These figures, the 
Secretary says, do not even approximately 
represent the actual increase of expendi­ 
ture for pensions, because the estimate for 
the year 1839 was wholly inadequate to 
meet the demands of the service. 
The 
amount regularly appropriated for pen­ 
sions for that year was $8 i, 757,700. 
To 
this was added a deficiency appropriation 
by last Congress 
of 
$8,000,000, and 
about $8,000,000 more was 
necessarily 
drawn from the appropriations for the 
current year to pay pensions due in the 
fiscal year 1889 but for which sufficient 
appropriations had not been made. 
The 
total amount, therefore, which was actu­ 
ally required for pensions for tho fiscal 
year ended June 30. 1889, was $95,624,- 
779 ll. 
The amount appropriated for pensions 
for the current year was the same as last 
year, $81,758,700; but there is an esti­ 
mated deficiency of $24,000,000 for this 
year, making a total of $105,758,700; de­ 
ducting from this the $8,000,000 drawn 
out, as above stated, to meet the deficiency 
for last year, will leave chargeable to the 
current year $97,758,700. 
A comparison of the expenditures of 
1879 with those of 1889 will show that 
during the last ten years the increase of 
pensions has not differed very widely from 
the decrease of interest on the public debt:

The total amount received from cus­ 
toms the last fiscal year was $223,832,- 
741.69, an increase over the year 1883 of 
$4,741,568.06, and being 
the 
largest 
amount ever received In any one year 
from that source.

The total net receipts from internal 
revenue for the fiscal year 1389, were 
$180,881, 513.92, being an increase over the 
year 1888 of $6,584,641.94. 
During the twelve months ended Oct. 
81, 1889, there were purchased under the 
circular of April 17, 1888, United States 
bonds to the amount of $99,233,950. 
Of 
those $32,279,400 were obtained prior to 
March 4, 1889, and $66,954,550 after that 
date. 
T h e S u rp lu s. 
The Secretary thinks a part of the sur­ 
plus might be used in enlarging our for­ 
eign markets, strengthening the coast de­ 
fenses, and building up the navy. 
The 
expedient of purchasing bonds is of doubt­ 
ful wisdom, he says, because it is mani­ 
festly wrong to take money from the peo­ 
ple for the cancellation of bonds, to the 
Saving of only about 2 per cent of inter­ 
est, when it is worth to them, perhaps, 
three times as much in their business. 
It 
is rather through a reduction of customs 
receipts and internal taxes that aa unnec­ 
essary accumulation of money in the 
treasury should be avoided. 
A table is given showing that the total 
tax on tobacco was $31,866,837 53. 
The 
repeal of this tax would reduce the sur­ 
plus about $32,000,000. 
"There is a general agreement, ” says 
the Secretary, "that a revision of the tar­ 
iff and customs laws is urgently needed. 
I believe it to be the dominant sentimenc 
of the conn try that in the adjustment of 
duties on imports protection to home in­ 
dustry should be a governing considera­ 
tion." 
The Secretary recommen Is that the 
many inequalities, conflicting provisions, 
and ambiguities in the present law be cor­ 
rected, and that uniformity of assessment 
at the various ports be secured if possible. 
A large part of the report is devoted to 
details of the customs service and to tables 
giving statistics of imports and exports 
during the last three fiscal years. 
Silver (Coinage. 
On the question of silver coinage the 
Secretary says: 
4 ‘The continued coinage of the silver dol­ 
lar, at a constantly increasing monthly 
quota, is a disturbing element in the other­ 
wise excellent financial condition of the 
country and a positive hinderance to any 
international agreement looking to the 
free coinage of both metals at a fixed 
ratio. 
No proper effort has been spared 
by the Treasury department to put in cir­ 
culation the dollars coined, but without 
success, and the point has been, or soon 


will be, reached where the further polnage 
of silver will become a waste o r public 
money." 
After specifying the Carious 
the depreciation Of silver, the 
says it is unquestionably tole that public 
sentiment and commercial and industrial 
necessity demand the joint use of both 
gold and silver as money. 
Neither Chn be 
discarded without the most serious conse­ 
quences. 
The problem is, therefore, says 
Mr. W indom, how we t^fll use both gold 
and silver.

Terms of New Senator* Decided by Lot— 
Bill* Introduced. 
W ashington, Dec. 5.—In the Senate 
the credentials of Messrs. Pierce aud Casey 
as Senators from the new State of North 
Dakota were presented, read, and placed 
on file,and then the two Senators advanced 
to the desk and took the oath of office. 
Mr. Hoar, from the committee on privi­ 
leges and elections, reported back the res­ 
olution offered by him on Monday, provid­ 
ing a mode of ascertaining by lot the 
classes to which the new Senators from the 
three new States, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, and Washington, shall be assigned 
(as to their respective terms of service). 
Mr. Cullom thereupon presented certifi­ 
cates from the two houses of the North 
Dakota 
Legislature, 
designating 
Mr. 
Pierce as the Senator for the long term. 
A debate followed, in which certain Sena­ 
tors favored the idea of following the di­ 
rection of the Legislature, but Mr. Hoar’s 
resolution was agreed to, and the draw­ 
ing by lot was proceeded with. 
The result of it was that Mr. Squires, of 
Washington, was assigned to the class of 
Senators whose terms expire March 3, 
1891, and Mr. Allen to the class expiring

by Dolph, for annhlling railroad land 
grants and for other purposes; by Morrell, 
to refund the direct taxes collected under 
the act of 1861; by Evarts, to increase the 
salaries of United States circuit and dis­ 
trict judges, and providing an annual 
leave of absence for custom houso officials; 
by Cullom, to revive the grade of General 
of the army; by Spooner and Chandler; 
amending tho general election laws for 
the election of Congressmen; by Gibson, 
making the President ineligible for a 
second term until four years after his 
term of office has expired; by Spooner 
placing telegraph companies under the 
control of the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission; by Manderson, granting pensions 
to all honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors unable so support themselves of 
$12 per month; by Davis, granting pen­ 
sions to all soldiers and sailors and the 
dependent parents of deceasedjsoldiers and 
sailors.

One can hardly comprehend the mag­ 
nitude of the terrible war with the 
slave power of the sooth and the appall­ 
ing loEs of life, unless he glances at each 
figures ce these. Nearly nine hundred 
set battles between two sections of one 
country! 
It was a desperate straggle 
with a rebellions section of the country 
which 
had practically controlled the 
government for over sixty years pandit 
is a surprising fact that in the flush of 
victory, not a single rebel was^exeouted 
for treason! Such magnanimity on the 
part of a conquering army was .never be­ 
fore known in the history of the world. 


PEN SIO N S AND P E N S IO N E R S. 
The greatest outlay the government i 
call sd upon to make in any one direc­ 
tion is that in the payment .of pensions 
The pension roll is the largest of any 
country in the world, and the number c f 
pensioners is increasing with great ran 
ldity, although it has been nearly a quar 
ter of a century since the war closed. In 
the annual report of the interior depart 
ment just submitted to the president, 
Secretary Noble says: 
The amount paid for pensions during 
the year was #88,275,123.28, an increase 
of 89,499,251.36 over the amount paid in 
th* previous year. The total anount 
disband by the agents for all purposes 
was #89,131,968 44. At the close cf the 
fiscal year there was due to pensioners 
as first payments of pension on onrtifi 
cites which had been issue the sum o( 
85.565,270 31. 
The whole number of claims presented 
danug the year was 244 240, of which 
81,220 were for original pension and 163,- 
020 for increase of pension. 
The num­ 
ber of claims for original pension allowed 
was 51,921; the number rejected was 19,- 
147. 
i'tie number of claims for increase 
allowed was 123,001; the number reject­ 
ed was 56,679. 
The number of pensions is fast grow­ 
ing toward a half a million. It may neve* 
reach that astonishing number, but there 
is no telling what the matchless generos­ 
ity of the government will dom the way 
of swelling the pension list. 
Before the present fiscal year closes 
the pension list’ will; probably oost the 
government about one hundred million 
dollars. As enormous as this amount 
may appear, it oannot be looked upon as 
an extravagant expenditure. It will be 
seen from the extract from Mr. Noble's 
report whioh the Gazette reproduces, 
that there was a deficit of nearly six mil­ 
lion dollars in the democratic appropri­ 
ation of last year. A democratic admin­ 
istration had a queer idea of economy. 
It 
made the 
pension 
appropria­ 
tion several 
millions 
below 
what 
it really should be for the purpose o* 
making a false showing; for when (Com­ 
missioner Blaok estimated that 880.000,- 
000 was sufficient, he knew from the 
records before him that it would require 
nearly 890,000,000; and so taking into ac­ 
count the democratic 'six millions and 
the increase In the pension list requiring 
a farther expenditure of nine millions, 
will make it necessary to pay out next 
year nearly 815,000,000 more than last 
year. 
There is something humiliating in that 
portion of the report devoted to the un­ 
fortunate Tanner, whose heart and sym­ 
pathy for the soldiers were far too large 
the appropriation. Secretary Noble, 
a viewing Tanner's weakness, says it

D O M E S T IC S E RV ICE. 


A T raining School and In te llig e n c e Office 
for H ou sehold W orkers. 
Miss Kato Sanborn, Mrs. John A. 
Logan, Mrs. Ellen Foster, and Miss 
Frances W illard, the president of the 
temperance society, have formed a 
stock company with a capital of $50,- 
000, says the New York World, and 
are going to found a combined training 
school and Intelligence office for both 
American and foreign girls who want 
to go out to service. 
They hope to, in 
many respects, reform tho whole ques­ 
tion of domestic service. 
The school 
will give a home to girls out of service, 
pud will have teachers to train them in 
every form of housework, so that the 
head of tho institution can guarantee 
not only the good character of every 
girl going out from them, but that she 
is perfectly competent to do the work 
she is hired for. Their recommenda­ 
tion will be held sufficient, and a girl 
who is gradated from the school will 
bo given a diploma that will serve her 
as a “character” all over the United 
States. They will turn out laundresses 
who have been taught to do up laces 
and fine goods, cooks who can make 
pastries, confections, and entrees, and 
finished ladies’ maids from the upper 
classes, and there will be simpler 
courses of training girls for maids of 
all work. 
Special attention is to be 
paid to the training of nurse 
who will be taught about bathing and 
dressing children, caring for milk bot­ 
tles, and all the thousand and one de­ 
tails that the ordinary nurse is so dis­ 
tressingly ignorant of. No girl will be 
retained in the school who is not of 
good character, healthy, capable, and 
willing to work, but women answering 
this description will be given every 
advantage, and are permitted to make 
their homo in the school when out of 
employment.

“Uncle Josh, as he was generally 
called, had an appointment to preach 
one Sunday at an out-of-the-way log 
schoolhouse in his neighborhood, anc 
two noted lights of a rival denomina­ 
tion attended the meeting for the 'pur­ 
pose of criticising the sermon. 
One 
was named Jones, the other Warman, 
Uncle Josh, who, it appears, was 
aware of their intentions, concluded to 
checkmate them, and instead of preach 
ing a sermon he commenced repeating 
from memory and without any com­ 
ment whatever one of the Epistles of 
St. Paul. For nearly an hour chapter 
after chapter fell from his lips accom 
panied by a grave and decorous gesture 
and intonation. Brother Jones at the 
end of some thirty minutes arose with 
grave disapproval written all over hi9 
face and retired from the house, and 
took a seat on a barkless and prostrate 
tree, which was used as a horse block. 
Brother Warman stood it some ten 
minutes longer, when he, too, arose 
and joined Brother Jones. 
‘Well, 
Brother Warman what do you think of 
the sermon?’ 3aid Brother Jones.
